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A FEARFUL WRECK 


It Occurs On the Missouri Pa 
ciflic at Elm Park, 


THREE LIVES ARE LOST.

A tailend collision between pas­ 


senger trains Nos. i and 5, which 


left here at 2 :5c and 3 o’clock p. 


m., respectively, over the Missouri 


Pacific, yesterday, caused the first 
loss of life that has occurred in an 
accident on the road in a number 
of months, and also resulted in the 
injury of several people. 
The collision took place at Elm 
park, I 4-5 miles west of Independ­ 
ence, at 6 :oo o ’clock, and was in­ 
directly attributable to the second 
section of freight train No. 129, 
which left here early yesterday aft­ 
ernoon, having stuck in a snow 
drift. 
Train No. i was in charge of 
Conductor John B. French, with 
Joe Frick on the engine. 


I 
Train N o. 5, following No, i, 
was in charge of Conducjtor L. D. 
Hopkins, with Fred Raym ond as 
engineer and W ill Rast as fireman. 
T he stalled freight train was^in 
charge of Conductor C . M. W in ­ 
ner and Engineer Paden. 
T he crew of 
No. i sent a flag­ 
man back to flag No. 5, and C o n ­ 
ductor French and crew went to 
the assistance of the belated freight 
train. 
A blinding snow storm was rag- 
' ing, and the supposition is that 
Engineer Raym ond did not 
see 
No. I ’s flagman. 
A t 
any rate, 
N o. 5 continued westbound until 
it crashed into the Pullman car, 
“ 
Fredericka,” 
on the rear of train 
No. i: 
The car was split in two, and 
then caught fire, being almost to­ 
tally. destroyed. 
T hé cab and jacket of the engine 
drawing train No. 5 
were 
also 
burned. 
Mrs. 
J. 
C . 
Schmidlapp, 
of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, and who 
was 
traveling 
with 
her 
husband, 
daughter 
and 
mother-in-law, 
was 
killed, 
and 
two 
unknown 
persons 
are

was not known positively at the 
com pany headquarters here when 
a D e m o c r a t reporter visited there 
this morning.

W recking crews were sent out 
from Kansas City, but it was 2 
o’clock

morning before the 
track was cleared and trains per­ 
mitted to pass. 
The damage will 
run up into 
the thousands of dollars. 
No investigation has yet been 
had as to where the responsibility, 
if there is any, for the collision lies.

TRAINS ARE ALL LATE. 


sch o o ls Were Dismh sed Un til To ­ 
mo rro w-Man y Calls o n th e 
City fo r Aid . 


The snow 
storm of yesterday, 


last night 
and 
today, the 
worst 


known in Sedalia 
since 1873, has 


caused an almost complete suspen­ 


sion of business in Sedalia. 
A fter the storm continued in all 
its fury yesterday, a regular bliz­ 
zard prevailed 
last 
night, snow 
giving w ay to sleet, though it was 
not very cold. 
Those who arose before dawn 
today beheld 
the blinding snow 
still falling, and at 9 o’clock a. m. 
it was not less than twenty inches 
deep on the level. 
Man y who had to report at the 
shops 
before 
7 
o’clock 
started 
early, fo'r they had to hunt their 
w ay slowly and carefully. 
Besides having to wade through 
huge drifts, pedestrians had to cut 
a pathway through level snow that 
was more than knee deep. 
The electric cars that did not 
run yesterday because their supply 
of water was shut off were not 
able to run today on account of the 
snow and sleet that at places was 
several feet deep on the tracks. 
The cars remained tied up on the 
streets, and the restaurants 
and 
hotels did a much larger business 
than usual by reason of merchants 
and clerks dining down town in 
preference 
to 
trudging 
home 
hrough the snow. 
Supt. G. V . ' Buchanan 
made 
he rounds of the public schools as 
far as possible, but finding only a 
handful of pupils at each, he dis­ 
missed all of the schools until to­ 
morrow morning. 
The two pa­ 
rochial schools were also dismissed, 
and the night services at Sacred 
Heart and St. Vincent churches 
were abandoned. 
Not e of the trains were on time. 
The fast mail from St. Louis, due 
at 7 :5o a. m.^had to plow its way 
hrough huge drifts at intervals, 
and the small army of carrier boys 
were kept on the anxious seat sev­ 
eral hours. 
First it was said the train would

at 9 
o ’clock, 
then 
at 
130, again at 10 130 and 11 ;30,but 
did not arrive until this after­ 
noon at I :45 o ’clock.

The 
collision on the Missouri 
Pacific main line at Elm Park, at 
6 o’clock last evening, delayed all 
trains from Kansas 
C ity several 
hours, while the Lexington branch 
trains were abandoned because of 
the heavy drifts of 
snow at 
nu­ 
merous points along the line. 
The storm has resulted in an u n ­ 
usually large number of calls upon 
the city for assistance, and Mrs. 
E. A . Coe, of the Board of Asso­ 
ciated Charities, has been kept un­ 
usually busy the cntir*e day. 
For­ 
tunately, the weather is not severe 
from the thermometer’s standpoint, 
or otherwise there would be much 
more suffering. 
M any persons were given em ­ 
ployment today in shoveling snow 
from sidewalks and the roofs of 
buildings, and thus they were ena­ 
bled to earn a a honest dollar that 
without the storm they would not 
have had an opportunity to. 
Taken all in all, Sedalia has not 
fared badly. 
The storm is report­ 
ed as general throughout the west 
and southwest, and no doubt many 
communities have been iar more 
greatly inconvenienced than has the 
Queen of the Prairies.

A CHINESE SPOON-BRACELET. 


Has 
a 
History 
Going 
Back 
Over 
Tw o 


Thousand Years. 
Here’s the tale of a spoon of the 
greai Chang Fu, who lived 500 y ears 
before Christ was born. 
A wonderful tale this is, and it tells 
of the ?])oon that 
beaun 
and 
wrought 2,400 y ear? ago on t!ie otiier, 
side-of the world, and h.ow the spoon*-^ 
wa? made into a bracelet and came 
to bo worn by a Chinaman at Fifth 
and Spruce streets, in Philadelphia. 
And it further telj.s how this wonder- 
nil spoon tlilit 
■ iiito’^ a 
bracelet shape was stolen from 'Com 
Tong the other day by a slip of a girl 
who came in to have a shirt 
waist 
washed. 
Here are the prosaic facts in the 
case, as taken from a 
Philade][)liia 
Press of recent date: 


TOM TONG’S BRA CELET. 
H as N ettle Price Arrested, Accased 
of 
Stealing His “ Priceless Heirloom.” 
N ettle Price, 17 y ears, 527 DeLancey street, 
was held in $500 bail by M agistrate H a rri­ 
son, a t the Third district station house, 
y esterday , on suspicion of the larceny of 
an ancient bracelet of alleged 
priceless 
value, the property of Tom Tong, a Chinese 
laundry m an, at 26S South Fifth street. The 
girl denied the charge, say ing th a t 
the 
C hinam an had given her the bracelet about 
three weeks ago. 
According to Tong, the bracelet is at least 
2,000 y ears old and w as once the property 
of Chang Fu, an ancient empress of China. 


In 571 B. C., Liang-Wang, who 
w as then ruler of China, had as one of 
his 49 3 wives Chang Fu. Chang Fii’s 
foot was ex actly three inches long 
.and her face was like the rising sun. 
She gave magnificent lawn fetes and 
alway s counted the silverware imme- 
diately after the guests had departed. 
I t w'as on one of these cautious oc­ 
casions of revelr}’ tliai she missed one 
of the spoons. 
Mrs. Chang 
F u’s 
beautiful oval face, that heretofore 
had looked like the rising sun, now 
grew as red as the same sun when it 
sets, and in setting hatches out the 
night. 
She was very angry , indeed, 
and sent 7,G42 of her retainers to 
search every foot of the Great Wall, 
w hich w'as then 832J miles long, and 
didn’t get its full grow'th of 
1,250 
miles for several more centuries. 
The nex t day it was reported the 
spoon could not be found near the 
Great Wall, and Chang Fu immediate­ 
ly looked through the Le-King, 
or 
Book of Kites, which regulates the 
Chinese code of nianners, and tried 
to think out a mode of conduct to be 
followed. 
Kow there are precisely 3,000 rules 
of correct usage in this book, 
and 
Chang Fu grew’ tired at the 
two 
thousand three hundred and cighty - 
second rule, and went out to worship 
at the tomb of her forefathers, and in 
that w’ay helped to get some needed 
inspiration on 
the 
question 
that 
troubled heiv 
She wrote some pa­ 
thetic speeches on tablets and laid 
cooke/l rice on the tomb steps. 
But 
the spoon never came back. 
Confucius, w’ho w’as 
born 
some 
y ears aftcrw’ard, also hunted for the 
spoon, but soon gave it up and took 
to philosophy . 
And then one day in the spring of 
334 B. C.— nearlv 200 y ears after it 
%/ 
*/ 
had been lost— Alex ander the Great 
found tbe spoon on the banks of the 
Hellespont, and immediately there­ 
after w’liipped the Persians at Grani- 
cus. 
The spoon w’as lost sight of for sev­ 
eral centuries, and at last turned up 
in Kome, w’hen Agrippa fed 
Nero 
with Koman punch at two y ears of 
age. 
Nero had it in his pocket when 
Kome went up in smoke, and the day 
that Nero was killed tbe Koman sol­ 
dier W’ho managed the affair took the 
spoon home to his wife, w’ho sold it 
to the elder Gracchi, at the foot of the 
Coliseum. 
The nex t heard of the spoon 
it 
turned up in the possession of Arius, 
at the Nicene Council, in 325 A. D., 
and then w’as completely lost sight of 
until Chirstopher Columbus picked 
it up in a Genoa shop, in 149 0. 
IIow’

picion. 
It so h ajipencd th at th e ele­ 
ph ant was standing by du ring 
th e 
lou d discu ssion, and, th ou gh no one 
su pposed th e creatu re u nderstood th e 
words u ttered, th e resu lt was remark­ 
able. 
Th e animal su ddenly laid h old 
of a large wrapper wh ich th e man 
wore arou nd h is waist, and, tearing it 
open, let ou t some q u arts of rice wh ich 
th e fellow h ad stowed away u nder th e 
volu minou s wrajipcr. 
Fu rth er evi­ 
dence was needless, cith er 
of 
th e 
m an’s gu ilt or th e eleph ant’s sagacity. 
Th e animal liad probably seen th e 
rogu ish attendant place its food in h is 
cloth , and h ad simply taken th e op­ 
portu nity of recovering its righ ts. So 
closely do eleph ants remember 
th e 
signification of th e signs wh ich h ave 
been tau gh t th em th at th ey will in­ 
stantly obey tlie gentlest signal, su ch 
as th e lifting of a finger or th e sligh t­ 
est tou ch on th eir ears. 
Bish op Heh er tells of a maliciou s 
man wh o indu ced h is eleph ant to kill 
a woman by giving th e sign of attack 
to th e animal h e was riding. 
Some 
natives h ad, h owever, witnessed th e 
proceeding, and ^o clear was th eir tes­ 
timony th at th (‘ man was h anged for 
th e mu rder. 
1'h e Moh ammedan sol­ 
dier- ?u th e nu igu r- army 
trained 
th eir eli'ph ants to destroy th e nu mer­ 
ou s small linage'^ <*f tln^ Hindu divin­ 
ities. 
Of cou rse th e soldiers pretend­ 
ed th at th t‘ wise and th eologleal ani­ 
mals h ad an innate h atred of idolatry 
wh ich cou ld not be restrained. 
Th e 
IIindu ^ kni’U betti r. and divined tliat 
a secret sign wa> given to th e well- 
tau gh t bea>ts. 1 ndee<l. th ere i- scarce­ 
ly an aet, from th e killing of a man 
to th e u ncorking of a \One boHle, 
wh ich th ese e h \ e r q iiau ru p 
can­ 
not perform. Th e iexeter ch ange el- 
ejdiani; sh owed h is reasoning fiower.s 
in th e following device, witnested h y 
:Mr. Jes.-^e: 
Th is gditimmin was giv­ 
ing some ]aUaloes to h is h u ge [>et, 
wh en one fell on th e floor ju st beyond 
th e sweep of th e animar.- tru nk.

A CHEMICAL PENCIL. 


Interesting Ex periment That W ill Fur­ 
nish an Ev ening’s Amuseiiient. 


Here is a ciiemical experiment any 
boy or girl may try, wh ich is cntcr- 
1 aini n g, i n cx pen ? i ve an d with 0u t d an - 
ger: 
Take a satu rated soiu iiou of nitrate 
of potash (saltpeter) and with aq iiill 
pen or fine bru sh draw any pictu re, de­ 
sign or words u pon a piece of wh ite 
absorbent paper. 
Th e lines sh ou ld 
be well separated and tiie entire su b­ 
ject coarsely drawn in ou tline. \\ h en 
dry th e lines will be nearly invisible, 
bu t if one of th em be tou ch ed with 
th e glowing end of an extingu ish ed 
match a spark of fire will ru n th rou gh 
th e paper, following th e lines already 
traced, and cu tting ou t th e design as 
with an invisible knife. 
Th is experiment is explained by 
th e ch emical constitu tion of th e salt­ 
peter. 
Th e salt contains 
a 
large 
amou nt of oxygen, so loosely 
com­ 
bined th at it readily leaves th e nitro­ 
gen and potash and u nites with th e 
carbon of th e paper wh en h eated to 
th e point of ignition.

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ficient to ignite’ th è paper, except 
wh ere it h as been satu rated with th e 
oxygen-giving salt; and so th e spark 
of fire, wh ich is really only an indi­ 
cation of a violent ch emical reaction, 
follows th e lines previou sly traced. If 
an actu al flame was brou gh t in con­ 
tact with th e paper, of cou rse th e 
wh ole wou ld be consu med; h u t th e 
h eat of th e glowing ch arcoal is ju st 
su iricient fo start th e combu stion by 
th e aid of th e oxygen in th e saltpeter.
